The (irowth of Children. 

Dr. Percy DouUon, ot the Samaritan 
Hospital, Liondon, has mado interesting 
stiidioH of tho health and gi'owtli of 
children. Instead of taking the average 
of a large number of children measured 
once, he has found it moro profitable to 
measure a number of children of normal 
growth, brought up under average cir- 
cuinBtancoii, many times, thus ascertain- 
ing thoir rato of iucrea.se. The annual 
rate of growth was found to vary between 
two and three inches for each child per 
year. Tho following working table, 
though not exact, is an approximation 
to the statement of a law. The weight, 
it will be observed, normally ooire- 
spouds with the height, rising by steps 
of 011/ inch :

'theI^uture of electricity. 

Professor Perry a6"'tho '^Society of 
Arts, London, recently painted a most 
alluring picture of tlie failure of elec- 
tricity. Telegraphs, telephones, piio- 
nophones, phonographs, microphones 
an<l ^electric pens are the mere begin- 
niags #f 'the science, and will, by the 
time we are too old - to use them, 'be re- 
garded with much the same respectful 
interest that Stephenson's "Eocket" is 
viewed by a modern engineer. The 
London Standard commenting on the 
lecture says:— By-^nd-by we shall not 
only correspc)nd,talk,*8erid ft^ portraits, 

. and "manifold" by electricity, but have 
our houses lighted and heated, our rail- 
way trains and tram cars propelled, and 
our machinery driven by the same 
omnipotent agent. If needs bo, every 
weaver's shuttle, every village black- 
smith's bellows, every milliner's sewing 
machine, and every advanced baby's 
cradle will-be driven, blown or rocked 
by that "Vrill" power, of whose future 
development by the coming race ^*Ir. 
Perry has almost as sanguine a liope 
as had Lord Lytton after a less scien- 
tific fashion. Coal gas, at wbieh Sir 
Walter Scott jerred, and for a belief in 
which Dr. Chalmers was considered 
by his shrewd countrymen to be not 
aito^ether "sound," is, we are told, 
doomed as a lighting agent. In a few 
years it will subserve the humble office 
of a generator of electricity by selling 
Bteam engines in motion, or bv 
being qopsunipd in,^ a ^ voltaic cell. 
In thn 'fa! is' of l^ln'gitrfi 'tliere is ei\prcy 
euoiigh tc>,gene'rrtto sutFicienc electricity 
to light and heat all London, drive all 
the radchine.ry in Biriniugliara or Man 
Chester, and send a score of Flying 
Dutchmati with easy swiftness from one 
end '^f t}-hoi.kingdoin to ;^tho ^ other. 
"Transnntted energy" will'Ro consigned 
to ua from tiie Amazon and the Amoor, 
from the smoke envolopi;d "fosS" of tiie 
Hjommol Siykaor the tumbling waters 
of the Trolihalo. * In the future we 
are to dyiuk, .build, ourihouses, plough 
our fields and manure them, «ail our 
yachts, propel our steamers and trains, 
jjViiio' our bboks, and' perhaps' write 
them, by the aid of elictricity. Men will 
then have subdued the forces of Nature 
and the lord of creation will relapse in- 
to manual idleness, or dream away life 
in one long afternoon, until Ijo.'.diea of 
an overdo.se of electricity and is buried 
in an electric dug grave. Tliat this and 
a great deal more will come to pass is 
evident to all whociui read within the 
lines of Pi-6fesaor Peury's discourse. 
In the Siemen's electric railway the 
propelling force is alone with the cars. 
A generator of electricity is driven by 
a large stationary engine^ sonpewhero in 
the vicinity of the railway? ^ "The intro- 
duction of "electric railways is "merely a 
qiiestion of capital and the sacritico of 
much existing plant. But as soon as 
this is resolved on there will be econ- 
omy offected, for no heavy locomotives 
will be required, thCTe 'will= be^^ saving 
in the weight of steel rails, in the cost 
of bridges and in the wear and tear of 

»-> permanent w-.y. The problem of light- 
ing and heating houses by electricity is 
practically solved. When people gen- 
erally avail themselves of that solution 
smoke, soot and di);|^ (wiU-jdpWPt our 
murky atmosphere wHjle* tlis .'s'atne en- 

' gin9,|Kat wi'argis-ttfe^^prchant's office 
will' ligM his wafehou^se, enable him te 
correspond with his agent by word or 
letter, order dinner, synchronize his 
clothes, receive the jjortrait of a sus- 
picious visitor at his country houso,call 
the police, and blow the fog horn which 
is to warn ,oflF the rocks the crew of his 
homeward-bound ship". Nor need its 
use stop here. In time the advant- 
ages of electricity will penetrate even 
the darkness of the vestries. The citi- 
zen who tumbles into his electrically 
warmed bad, with the snow a foot deep 

■'• on the ground, will wake up in the 
morning and toast his toes at the elec- 
itrio ^tove and see dry streets and the 
beadle trundling homo the parish 
Gramme. Mr. Sheldon Bidwell pro- 
duces pictures of distant stationary ob- 
jects in shaded lin(!S on paper liy eleotro- 
•hemical decomposition; and Mr.PERUY, 
by taking a hint from' Mr. PCNCII, is by 
no means ,-certiain that very soon an 
aged couple at home may not be able to 
see on their drawing room wall an 
image of their grandchildren playing 
Badminton in India, and of learning 
from the tefephonc how they are oujoy 
ing the game. All this, of course, must 
seem to be in far distauea Still, we 
must remember that Bcieuce is moving 
rapidly, that every year sees fresh stu- 
dents and busy brains intent on im 
proving the handiwork of iheir i)rei.!e- 
cessors.

the raco if ho -won it. Ho states that in 
tho first raco with StovensOii ho found that 
Gutzman had been furnished with ?250of 
tho stake-nionoy bv Stevenson, and that 
was all that George Strong hold, not SIOOO 
as advertised. Ho claims that he pulled 
to win tho first rice. Ho iiiay or may not 
have boon in a job in tho first raco, though 
from tho smallncss of tlie pool-money there 
was not much chance to make it profitable. 
It is just possiBlo that, bnf 'far W. H. 
Daily's open statement that ho know tho 
first race was a frauil, the betting would 
have boon big enough to make tho job 
profitable. No good end can bo served by 
publishing all tho nauseating detaih of tho 
swindle. Suffice it to say that tlio next 
tinio Stovoiison comes before tho public 
to race, and thoy patronize bint, it will bo 
their own fault if they are swindled. For 
our part it will take more than tho word 
or oath of a professional boat-puller to in- 
duce us to believe that a professional boat- 
race hereafter made in San Fr:'.nci.sco is 
honest. The brother (J. Gutuian !) of Cots- 
ford's .alleged hacker 'has just returned 
from Victoria, where it ia alleged, ho has 
boon betting on Stevensfui."

terprises there. Sun Francisco cannot 
find enough capital to run tho Golden 
Gato woolen mill, although there is a net 
profit of 30 per cent, on the enterprise. — 
S. F. Post, May 10.

On licr return trip 
she will take down considorablo coal that 
has been already taken out.

NSW POSTAL AaSEEM'SNT 

Bjiveon Canada a=d ths Unit;:! 
States Hcspoctin? Lottors and 
Printed Matter. 

The now articles of postal agreomeut 
between Canada and the United States, 
signed by President^^Garfield and Sir Alex. 
Campbell, provide m effect:-^!'. That in- 
sulficieii'ly prepaid letters posted in Can.a- 
da for the I'nited States, and iii the Unit- 
ed Stales for Canada, will be .sent forward 
to the address if prepaid ono full rate, 
leaving the deficient postage to bo coUoct- 
ed on delivery. 2. That tho Canada post- 
oflico may charge double rates on United 
States printed matter brought into Cana- 
da and posted in C.an.ada for distribution 
in the United States in order to 
•vade tho United States postal law. 
The latter provision is mado in couso- 
quenco of a praotice which has begun to 
assume cunsidorable proportions. Tho 
Canada postal rate on certain classes of 
printed matter being only rd)out one-half 
that of tho United States rates buiinoss 
firms in llio .States dosiriiig to distribute 
largo numbers of printed circu- 
lars would send tliom to Canada by ex- 
press and have them mailed in Canada for 
their destinations in the United States in 
order to take advantage of lower rates of 
Canadian postages. Tho now .agreement 
will take oflect iminodiatoly on its publica- 
tion ill the Canada Gazette.

The Tvoatlier in Sydney lias been of 
a very uncertain character — wet and 
cold days alternating with hot and 
sullen ones. Reports from tUe country 
would seem to indicate that the same 
kind of weather has been pretty gen- 
erally experienced. The condit;ion of 
stock is generally good. 

Despite the ditiiculties whicli defi- 
ciency of water Las created, tho Temora 
gold-field may he regarfled as having 
fairly emerged from the first, or "rush," 
stage of development, and as Laving 
proved itself worthy to be ranked 
among the permanent wealth producing 
field.s of Au.stralia. 

The Chineso merchants anticipate au 
influx of 50,000 Chinamen into Syd- 
ney during tho present year. They 
state that the new arrivals will bring 
little or no money, and are a heavy 
burden to the Chinese rosidont.s.

Tho Customs returns 
for the year just oxjiired show an in- 
crease of ^1126, 307 on the preceding 
year, a vcrv substantial improvement, 
even allowing for the difierenco made 
by the higher tariff' now in force. The 
total result thus very closely approaches 
that of 1878 9. All the ports exhibit 
a marked advanco on the preceding 
year. 

The Now Zealand Gazette Contains a 
notice that a bonus of £.500 will be 
given for the first twenty-five tons of 
butter and the first fifty tons of cheese 
oroduced in a factory worked on tho 
.American principle, and to which any 
furiner, subject to certain conditions, 
may send his milk, which shall be ex- 
ported from New Zealalid and sold at 
such prices in a foreign market as shall 
show that the articles are of fair quali- 
ty- 

A Christchurch telegrara states that 
the government has determined to in- 
troduce a bill next session embodying 
the principle of conceding land to tho 
promoters of railway construction. 

By the breaking of the grip of an 
endless wire railroad at Dunedin, on 
\pril 23d| eleven persona -were 'sent 
flying down a steep hill, and all were 
severely injured. 

The census was taken in Now Zea- 
land, as in all other parts of the Brit- 
ish empire, on the night of April 3rd. 
In 1878 the census showed the total 
European population to be 409,979. It 
is expected that it will now show a 
total of 500,000. The census of 1858 
gave a total of 57, -11 3, while in Decem- 
ber, 1861, the population was 99,021.
